H EARTENING for Progressive Conservative forces 
across the country, the announcement of the 
candidacy for party leadership of such formidable 
politicians as Manitoba’s Premier Duff Robtln and 
Nova Scotia’s Premier Robert L. Stanfield has added 
a large potential voting strength for a federal election 
whenever it is called.

Relaxed and frequehtjy smiling, these alleged 
agents of the CIA admitted they had been sent to plot 
the assassination of Premier Fidel Castro and other 
Cuban leaders. 

It is certainly not beyond belief that the dA 
would send counter-revolutionist spies into Cuba or 
assist patriots whose ambition is to destroy the 
brand of communism represented by the Castro re¬ 
gime. But the theatrical presentation of the so-called 
confessions and the whole demeanor of the alleged 
agents, gupposedly in fear of execution, rather strains 
credulity. 

The affair smacks more of a stage-managed pro¬ 
duction to stimulate the enthusiasm of the delegates 
to the LASO conference for the revolution they plan 
in South America republics rather than a genuine 
expose of a dastardly United States plot. 

The conference audience, however, was undoubt¬ 
edly impressed. In such an atmosphere where, only a

Italian Reds to Make 
NATO Election Issue

Italy’s membership in toe North Atlantic Treaty Organi¬ 
zation is developing into a major Issue for the national election 
next spring. 


The Communist party, the 
largeat in the West, has 
warned Premier Aldo Morn’s 
centre-left government that ie 
seeking a showdown over 
whether Italy should quit the 
alliance in 19S9, when toe pact 
la 20 yean old. 

Some leaders of the Soekal- 
lst-Quistian Democratic coali¬ 
tion fired away at the Com¬ 
munists during the weekend, 
saying it would be "unthink¬ 
able" for Italy to Invoke the 
treaty clause permitting a 
member of the aHisnoe to 
br^ak away then. 

But a sizeable number of 
Socialists and even a few of 
the traditionally pro-Western 
Christian Democrats are call¬ 
ing for a re-evaluation of 
NATO policy and programs. 

♦ ♦ ♦ 

A hard struggle over the 
Issue would have profourv 
effects on the centre-left 
gpvsnenent in power since 
1K3. Observers believe many 
potto dene wffl be reluctant to 
eee NATO continue after ISO 
without significant changes to 
the o r ganis ation's character 
and purpose. 

There are two big dangers 
to the coalition: 

• A bitter split in the 
Socialist ranks during the 
el eotian campaign. 

• A serious dispute in the 
next oentreieft government 
that is almost sure to result 
from the vote. 

Playing on these possibil¬ 
ities and appealing to coalition 
members who oppose the 
government's support of 
NATO, the Communist party 
newspaper L’Unite says to a 
front-page editorial: "The 
currents of thinking asking tor 
the denunciation of a mechan¬ 
ism (NATO) that renders the 
U S. 6th Fleet the arbiter of 
the politico-military situation 
In our seas have become 
gigantic.

“The political battle is 
destined to be opened and 
extended.” L'Unite exhorts 
Socialists “who do not con¬ 
sider the old socialist prin¬ 
ciple or neutralism" lost to 
fight against the government’s 
pro-NATO policy. 

The Socialist party’s 
deputy secretary, Giacomo 
BrodbMni, called on Tuesday 
for a debate on NATO’s 
"transformation end re¬ 
adjustment” in an age when 
the ooM war no longer 
dominates European affairs. 

Even Foreign Minister 
Amintore Fanfani, a staunch 
member of Premier Moro’s 
Christian Democratic party, 
has been talking of changes to 
NATO’s role. He wants the 
organization to become an 
Inskrument to help dose the 
teohnoloftlnai gap between 


Western Europe and North 
America. 

A deep rift among the 
Socialists before the national 
elections — the first such vote 
since the merger of Socialist 
militants and moderates hut 
October — would automatic¬ 
ally mean trouble far the 
g ov e r nm e nt coalition, particu¬ 
larly if tha Communlats gain 
votes. 

This could lead to a new 
Italian policy demanding a 
change in NATO’s predomin¬ 
antly military emphasis or 
create enough dissension 
within the coalition to produce 
t prolonged crisis.

The pressure was 
building, bus national mobilization tor the war uncapped it 
For many In toe east side ghetto, war was the great liberator, 
the restorer of dignity, the provider of opportunity.

Heads of fantillrz suddenly found their services in demand, 
and at livable wages. Unskilled men who had peddled far 
peanuts earned 970 a week as sweepers at the Brooklyn navy 
yard. 

The young people, the potential troublemakers, were taken 
from the ghettos and shown their country and the world. 
Many returned home from military service just long enough 
to say goodbye before leaving tor a college education at 
goveramnat expense. It wasn't a lark, but toe opportunity 
was there. 

The easing of the pressure did not solve the crisis of the 
cities; It only delayed toe explosion. 


The situation in the ghettos today Is far more complex, 
far more grievous. The educational level has plummeted. The 
family structure Is deteriorating. All of It is infinitely ag¬ 
gravated by the racial betor. For so many, tha opportunity 
— a fair chance — is root there- Nor la it to sight. 

In coping with file ghettos over the past generation, the 
United States seems to have regressed — while accumulating 
vast wealth. 

It has been tocreastogiy argued to recent years, partic¬ 
ularly abroad, that a rich America is denying Its revolutim- 
ary, reform-minded heritage to become a bulwark of conser¬ 
vatism, a blind protecto r of toe status quo to both foreign and 
domestic policies regardless of the need for change.

A note of alarm has crept 
into the 'official Chinese press. 
From its tone, there is a 
suggestion that much of China 
has been turned into a 
battlefield and that a climac¬ 
tic engagement is to prospect 
to the tense struggle to 
determine the nation’s 
destiny. 

Everywhere in China, the 
party press appeals constantly 
tor support of those forces 
seeking to impoee or restore 
total authority of the faction 
handed by Commuirfit Chair¬ 
man Mao Tie-ting and De¬ 
fence Minister Lin Piao 
against those backing Presi¬ 
dent Liu Shio-chi, whom the 
official press still calls 
"China’s Khrushchev."

There is no way of checking 
the authenticity of reports 
concerning either side in the 
struggle. Posters of the 
Maoist Red Guards often are 
deliberately confining, and 
the official press is a propa¬ 
ganda instrument.

It is wise move, therefore to 
incorporate in the plane for your 
retirement garden same ideas to make 
the work leas onerous as time goes by,

QUEBEC (CP)—A recom¬ 
mendation that the Progressive 
Conservative party formally en¬ 
dorse the two-nations theory of 
Canada will be placed before 
next month's leadership con¬ 
vention in Toronto. 

The constitution study group 
at the party’s policy advisory 
conference here endorsed the 
idea late Wednesday, formally 
declaring that the party should 
recognize that Canada is com¬ 
posed of "two founding peo¬ 
ple*”—In French, deux nations 
—with historic rights. 

TWO MEANINGS 

The proposal, put into formal 
language by former Conserva¬ 
tive national president Egan 
Chambers of Montreal In draft 
form Wednesday, represented 
the committee’s resolution of a 
three-day argument over wheth¬ 
er the step would be misunder¬ 
stood in English-speaking Can¬ 
ada. 

It was argued that in English 
nation means political unit 
while In French the word is 
used to denote a cultural group¬ 
ing.

Conservative Thinkers 
Urge Two-Nation Plan 


QUEBEC (CP)—A recom¬ 
mendation that the Progressive 
Conservative party formally en¬ 
dorse the two-nations theory of 
Canada will be .placed before 
next month's leadership con¬ 
vention in Toronto. 

The constitution study group 
at the party's policy advisory 
conference here endorsed the 
Idea late Wednesday, formally 
declaring that the party should 
recognize that Canada Is com¬ 
posed of "two founding peo¬ 
ples”—in French, deux nations 
—with historic rights. 

TWO MEANINGS 

The proposal, put into formal 
language by former Conserva¬ 
tive national president Egan 
Chambers of Montreal in draft 
form Wednesday, represented 
the committee's resolution of a 
three-day argument over wheth¬ 
er the step would be misunder¬ 
stood in English-speaking Can¬ 
ada. 

It was argued that in English 
nation means political unit 
while in French the word is 
used to denote a cultural group¬ 
ing.

"You better get 
yourself some guns, baby. 
That's the only way you’re 
going to get what you need.”

Dressed in A dapper dark 
pin-striped suit, Kirk came 
forward and offered his hand 
to Brown. The Efack Power 
militant turned rtis back to 
Kirk. 

Kirk took the microphone 
from Brown's hands and said: 

"Welcome to Florida Are 
you here in good spirits?” 


Brown tried to ignore the 
governor before the delighted 
crowd. He then yelled. 

"If he wants to campaign 
let him pay for it.” 

Florida's first Republican 
governor in modem times was 
not perplexed. He persisted at 
the microphone: 

“I don't want any talk about 
guns,” he said.
